Artificial 
Insemination 
Regulations 


The practice of artificial insemination is increasing steadily and more 








than 100 approved cooperative artificial breeding associations are now in 
operation in different sections of the country. The bulk of the cows repre- 


Ce 


sented in these cooperative organizations are grades but many purebred herds 
are signed up and definite rules have been established for these organizations t 
to follow in reporting service of purebred cows. 


In all cases where artificial insemination is practiced between individ- 
ual herds — that is. where the bull is owned by one breeder and the semen 
is carried or shipped to inseminate a cow owned by another breeder—a special 
form is required for reporting the insemination. This form is a combination 
certificate covering the collection and disposition of the semen and the in- 
semination of the female.

The owner of the bull must prepare and sign the certificate of collec- 
tion of semen and forward same with shipment of semen to the owner of the 
cow. The owner of the cow must prepare and sign the certificate of insemina- 
tion and mail it to the secretary at Brattleboro within seven days of date of 
insemination. 


If you are shipping semen for use in other herds, it is your duty to 
send a certificate of collection with each shipment. * 





If you inseminate any of your cows with semen from a bull owned by . 
another breeder, be sure to file the combination certificate within seven days. 


These combination certificate forms will be furnished free of charge 


upon request.

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HE dairy cow is like a factory. She gets her raw 

materials in the form of grain, grass, hay, and silage; 
separates them into the various elements such as protein, 
fat, carbohydrates, and minerals, which she then converts 
into body maintenance and milk. 





How efficiently she carries on this process depends upon 
many factors, not the least of which is the salt you feed her.

Canadian Association Limits Bull Registrations 
to Sons of Desirable Dams 


At the recent Annual Meeting of the Holstein-Friesian Association of Canada, the By-laws 
were amended to prohibit the registration of male animals unless the dam of such animal 
meets one or both of the following requirements: 


(1) The dam of such animal shall have graded at least the equivalent of Good Plus 
in Selective Registration. 


(2) The dam of such animal shall have made a production record in R.O.P. or some 
other test recognized by the Association that exceeds qualifying requirements 
for R.O.P. by 50% for 2X records, 70% for 3X and 90% for 4X records. 


This new rule should mean much not only to our own breeders here in Canada but also to 
those in the United States and other countries who are buying Canadian Holsteins. We hope 
it will largely prevent the registration of sons of unworthy dams and the consequent pass- 
ing on generation after generation of undesirable characteristics, such as poor udders. It is 
at least a step toward the elimination of the “scrub pure bred sire’ from the breeding 
picture.

Mr. Cushman suggested that I dis- 
cuss the subject of “Milk and Its 
Future”. Now that would seem to be 
ay appropriate topic for a Holstein 
man since our breed is the “milk’’ 
preed, holding all world records for 
milk production. Our highest record 
is that of Carnation Ormsby Madcap 
Fayne, who produced 41,943.4 
pounds in a year or more than twen- 
ty times her own weight. 

In that one year of her life, she 
yielded 1463.7 pounds of protein, or 
enough to supply an average man for 
28 years. She produced 2,034 pounds 
of lactose (milk sugar) enough to 
supply 19 families of four people for 
a year. 

In that one year’s production of 
milk there were 285.19 pounds of 
minerals containing enough calcium 
for one man for 84 years and enough 
phosphorous for 37 years. There 
were 30,238,740 international units 
of Vitamin A in that milk, sufficient 
for one man for 13 years. 

There was enough vitamin C (as- 
corbic acid) to supply one man for 
eleven years, riboflavin (vitamin 
B2) for 28 years: and if her milk 
had been made into cheese, it would 
have provided 686 people with cheese 
for a whole vear (5 14 pounds per per- 


son). 

Considering that a child should 
consume one quart of milk daily un- 
til it reaches maturity and one pint 
a day thereafter, her production that 


year was sufficient to meet the needs 
of a person from birth until he be- 
came §3 years of age — a new kind 
of “Beveridge Plan’’. To perform 
this great miracle of production, this 
cow's heart pumped 23 tons of blood 
daily through her udder. 

Milk is, without question, the most 
perfect food known to man. We have 
found that in the elements of milk 
there is the most balance and qual- 
ity of minerals and protein. In fact, 
Scientists measure all protein values 
today by the standard of those found 
im milk and eggs. And so, it has be- 
come recognized that milk, when fed 
alone, will come nearer to maintain- 
ug full and permanent life and 
srowth than any other food. When 
yeu consider also the milk fats and 
the various vitamins, there is little 
wonder that it is the wonder food. 
t is our nearest completely-balanced 
food, lacking a complete supply of 
only three trace elements, viz., cop- 
per, Manganese, and iron. There are 
Many who believe that with new pro- 
cessing technique and education, milk 
is destined to play a much greater

rele in the maintenance of life the 
world over. And so today, I am 
going to discuss principally the fu- 
ture of milk. 

We know that out of all the un- 
speakable suffering and horror and 
devastation of every great war there 
emerges a new kind of world, some- 
times better, sometimes worse, but 
nevertheless we have changed and 
the world enters a ‘‘new era,” as they 
say. When we study the history of 
the great struggles of the universe, 
we find the history of world-chang- 
ing inventions and political concepts 
and improved living conditions which 
are what bring us the “‘new era.”’ 

One of the important discoveries 
during this war is that malnutrition 
is serious everywhere. One of the 
results of this war has been to de- 
velop an active international consid- 
eration of the health and nutrition 
problems of all the peoples of the 
whole earth. If we will translate the 
consciousness of this condition into a 
remedy, we shall have contributed 
much to happiness of the ‘‘new era.”’ 
Of course, it would seem quite im- 
possible for any scheme to function 
for the improvement of world health 
without, in large measure, involving 
milk and other dairy products. 

When our Government, in recogni- 
tion of the needs of our armies and 
our allies, asked the American. farm- 
ers to produce greater and greater 
quantities of milk, there was prompt 
response. We know now we are pro- 
ducing 15 billion more pounds of 
milk annually than was produced 
during the five-year average prior to 
1939. What will become of so much 
milk when the war is over? In try- 
ing to arrive at an answer to this 
unanswerable question, let’s look in- 
to some additional facts. The Office 
cf Food , Distribution indicates that 
per capita consumption of fluid milk 
is up 20 to 25 per cent above pre-war 
levels. Thus our own civilians and 
the soldiers who are in this country 
are consuming 9 billion pounds of 
the 15 billion increase, although 
continuance of their present high 
rate of consumption may depend 
upon future conditions of employ- 
ment. 

Throughout the war so much 
emphasis has been placed on the nu- 
tritional value of skim milk that 
many food companies are planning to 
incorporate it in their post-war prod- 
ucts. If all bread were improved by 
the use of 6 per cent of skim milk 
solids, it is said that this alone would 
utilize all of the remaining surpluses. 
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According to the Bureau of Human 
Nutrition in 1942, one-third of our 
American families were on diets de- 
ficient in calcium and riboflavin; and, 
it all families were to follow a diet 
supplying all of these and other ele- 
ments needed for proper nutrition, 
the per capita consumption would be 
increased 19 per cent, and we would 
require several million additional 
ecws. The undernourishment of a 
large segment of our population sug- 
gests the desirability of wide-scale 
edvertising for milk and dairy prod- 
ucts. 

New Processing Methods 

Now then, what are some of the 
latest developments in milk process- 
ing? What effect will these devel-. 
opments have in absorbing the enor- 
mous post-war production of the 
dairy industry? 

Under pressure of global war, scien- 
tists have performed miracles in the 
creation of milk-processing methods 
which would have taken decades to 
achieve in a normal world. Since 
‘‘Pearl Harbor’”’ they have been striv- 
iug incessantly to bring the nutri- 
tional blessing of milk to the far- 
flung fighting men and peoples of the 
globe. Through the _ generations, 
multitudes of peoples in warmer cli- 
mates suffered the curse of quick 
perishability of their food, and the 
use and transportation and storage 
cf dairy products was limited. 

Since ‘‘Pearl Harbor’’ improve- 
ments in the process of drying whole 
milk will make possible the storage, 
without refrigeration, a supply of 
near-normal fiuid milk available to 
every home throughout the entire 
world. 

Experiments with sterilized butter 
cil, handled through the trade with- 
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out refrigeration, and later combined 
with dried non-fat milk solids, 
promises a good quality butter avail- 
able to all nations in post-war trade. 
Our dairy scientists have cut the bond 
which for centuries circumvented the 
cutlet for milk and its products, and 
have opened the possibility of mar- 
kets beyond the horizon dreamed of 
by the most ardent dairyman of yes- 
terday. It is possible for this spe- 
cially processed whole milk to be 
kept fresh for a year at room tem- 
perature without the fat becoming 
rancid. What a fascinating problem 
of merchandizing this presents! 

Friends of mine who are in close 
to the commercial end of dairy prod- 
ucts manufacturing, are positive that 
a metal alloy has been developed 
which will permit the manufacture 
of evaporated milk without the car- 
amelized flavor which has long been 
a deterrent to wider use of evapor- 
ated milk for general household pur- 
poses. Naturally, little has been said 
of this metal and its possibilities be- 
cause it will require a re-equipping 
of the evaporated milk industry 
which could not be faced during war- 
time, If caramelized flavor can be 
eliminated from evaporated milk, 
that product will head all others in 
world-wide post-war reception by the 
consuming public, 


New Uses For Milk 

Milk sugar (lactose) provides the 
ideal media on which the mold re- 
quired for production of the miracu- 
lous new drug, ‘Penicillin,’ is pre- 
pared. The government estimates 
that 15,000,000 pounds of milk sugar 
(lactose) was required by the users 
of this product in 1944. Milk sugar 
is an important ingredients in infant 
food, pharmaceuticals, etc. Under 
present day conditions, commercial 
milk sugar is recovered largely from 
cheese whey. 

Holstein milk contains more milk 
sugar than the milk of any other 
breed of cattle, the percentage being 
just under 5 per cent. The fact that 
milk sugar, or lactose, when taken 
into the body is transformed into 
galactose and is found in great 
abundance in the brain cells, is why 
Holstein breeders as a class are so 
progressive. And on the other hand, 
it may explain why some of us in- 
dividuals have a brain that’s covered 
with mold. 

Another war product is frozen 
milk. The Pennsylvania Experiment 
Station has demonstrated the possi- 
bility of a frozen concentrated form 
of milk that may be marketed to con- 
sumers the same as other frozen 
foods. 

This process consists of pasteuriz- 
ing whole milk at high temperature, 
condensing it about one to three, 
homogenizing it, then freezing it af- 
ter packaging in paraffined paper 
containers at ten below zero. When 
defrosted in hot water, a fluid milk 
results which is difficult to dis- 
tinguish from fresh fluid milk. 
Frozen milk will be ideal for storage 
on ships. in camps, etc., where refrig- 
eration space is at a premium.* , 

“Starlac”’ is the trade-name for a 
new product of the Borden Company 
that is being merchandized success- 
fully in grocery and delicatessen 
stores in New York City. 

For twenty-five cents a housewife 
purchases an amount that furnishes 
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four and one-half quarts of fluid milk 
containing all of the mineral, pro- 
tein, and water-soluble vitamin con- 


tents of while milk. This fat-free 
milk is advertised as ideal for reduc- 
ing diets, and is usable in powder to 
replace whole milk in beverages, 
puddings, custard, gravies, and 
sauces; three tablespoonful equal- 
ling a cup of fluid milk. Only water 
need be added. 


Another development that is 
spreading rapidly is the use of 
automatic coin-vending machines to 
dispense milk in factories. Much of 
the milk going into these machines 
is homogenized, The Extension Serv- 
ice of the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of America maintains an infor- 
mation service for those desiring to 
market milk in this way, as follows:

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Growth of Dried Milk Products Busi- 
ness 


Perhaps the most significant fact 
regarding the future trend of the 
milk business is that whereas thirty 
wiilion pounds of whole milk was 
dried into powder in 1940, the stag- 
gering total of approximately 150 
million pounds of dried whole milk 
was produced in 1944, a 500 per cent 
increase in four years. The produc- 
tion of dried skim milk (for human 
consumption) increased more than 
50 per cent during the same period. 


Industrial Products From Milk 

The long list of industrial prod- 
uets that are made from milk casein 
continues to grow. For a long time it 
has been used as a coating for paper; 
it is used now as an ingredient of 
paint that goes smoothly on plaster 
and takes bright colors; it is used 
in processing films, dressing leather, 
shoe polish, insect sprays, adhesive 
cement for plywood in planes, boats 
and furniture. 

Casein plastic is being made that 
has a smooth ivory-like appearance. 
It takes colors and can be cut, sawed, 
or carved like wood or metal. All 
sorts of things are being made from 
it such as lipsticks, toys, clocks, com-

Experiments are being mad 
production of casein fibre for pe. 
and a good grade of fur felt has been 
produced, although it is still too ex- 
pensive for practical development. 

Even more significant of the future 
of milk is the wide use in Pharma- 
ceuticals. Calcium lactate is used jy 
baking and in cold creams. face 
creams, and in preparations for the 
treatment of hay fever, chilblaings 
lockjaw, boils, tuberculosis and epil. 
epsy. 

A certain antifreeze contains 
sodium lactate, which is also required 
for printing textiles. It is used to 
treat delirium, insomnia, diabetes 
hysteria. Many medicines contain 
lactic acid, ferrous lactate, and lac- 
talbumen. A diabetic food is made 
from U.S.P. grade casein. ll of 
these uses for milk are in their in- 
fancy. Can you predict the future? 

It would seem to me that the trend 
is definitely toward a situation in 
post-war years where butter prices 
will be less favorable in relation to 
the prices for the solids-not-fat in 
milk. The challenge which is pre- 
sented by this situation is,—who can 
produce a pound of Inilk most cheap- 
ly? Who will supply the ever-increas- 
ing demands for more milk that exist 
right here in South Carolina? Who 
will supply the dozens of cities of the 
South about which there is a dairy 
cow deficit? 

Who will supply the dried milk, the 
butter, the cheese, the casein, the 
evaporated milk of the future; and 
where is there a state more advan- 
tageously and climatically adapted 
for it than South Carolina? Dairy 
development here should not depend 
entirely upon a fluid milk market, al- 
though with the increase of paper 
containers, every other day delivery, 
and additional devices to reduce the 
cost of processing and delivering a 
bottle of milk, there should be a rea- 
sonably good future for this ~branch 
of the industry.

Author’s Note: 

Mr. John Arey and I spent an afternoon 
recently with Mr. George S&S. Coble and 
Dr. A. O. Shaw at Coble Farms in Lex- 
ington, North Carolina. 

While discussing some of the forward- 
looking research that is being conducted 
in processing and marketing, Mr. Coble 
mentioned a significant fact which I be- 
lieve would be interesting to World read- 
ers. 

It seems that Coble is pioneering in the 
frozen milk field just as he did in the 
drying of eggs. He has been supplying 
ships at sea with the product (froze 
milk) for some time and _ states that 
strong efforts are being made by several 
large dairy companies to secure their 
share of this enormous field for sales. 

This milk is pasteurized, condensed 
three or four to one, homogenized, pack- 
aged in paraffine paper and frozen at thir- 
ty below zero. When dissolved in water 
at 180 degrees the milk is difficult to 
distinguish from any regular milk. The 
war department is using quantities of it. 

Now Coble has tried a new experiment. 
As an aid to the war effort, 40,000 quarts 
of whole milk was frozen and shipped to 
the South Pacific so that the boys could 
have fresh whole milk just prior to one 
of their landings in the Philippines.

Hays Cow Breaks “Butter King’s” Record With New 
ROP Record of 1409 Lbs. Fat—By TED PRESCOTT 


On Saturday afternoon, March 
24th, at 5 o'clock, several hundred 
people watched and uncounted others 
listened on the radio to the dramatic 
final milking of Alcartra Gerben at 
the Hays Limited farm a Calgary, 
Alberta, which set the final figure of 
a new butterfat record for all time. 
over all breeds, for all ages — 1409 
Ibs. fat, 5.08% test, 27745 lbs. milk. 
She thus goes ahead by 7 pounds 
over the former champion, Carna- 
tion Ormsby Butter King, whose 
mark of 1402 lbs. has stood since 
1936. 

Since the first 1000-lb. fat record 
was made in 1911 by Pontiac Clo- 
thilde De Kol 2d, Alcartra Gerben is 
the 6th World’s Champion and the 
third developed in Canada. 

The new champion made her rec- 
ord as a 5-year-old. She was bred 
b: John Allen of Didsbury, Alta., 
and was purchased by Harry Hays 
on New Years Eve, 1943. Her sire, 
bred by Hays & Co., was a son of 
Montvic Rag Apple De Kol. She is 
officially rated ‘very good” for 
type, and looks the part — not large, 
but of extreme dairy quality (fine 
Lone, sharp shoulders, thin neck, the 
skin you love to touch). She weighs 
hetween 1400 and 1500 pounds. 

Alcartra Gerben was milked right 
up to the last six weeks by machine 
and was handled by Eugene O. Ka- 
mura,, Japanese test cow milker at 
the Hays farm. At that point it was 
felt that hand milking might help 
her hold her production at a higher 
level and Jack Hays took over the 4- 
times-a-day task for the remainder 
of the 365-day period. 

The alfalfa and sweet clover were 
fed beween milkings, but the beet 
pulp was given to each cow immedi- 
ately before she was milked. The 
composition of the production ration, 
Which was fed at the same time as 
the beet pulp, was: 500 Ibs. rolled 
oats. 200 lbs. shorts, 200 lbs. barley, 
200 lbs. bran, 9 lbs. salt, 7 Ibs. min- 
eral mixture. Of this ration, Alcartra 
Gerben was receiving five and one- 
half pounds for each meal, or a total 
of 22 pounds a day, with one and 
cne-half pounds per day of ‘‘Money- 


“Maker” dairy concentrate and one- 


half per day of oileake meal. 
Her Offspring 

Aleartra Gerben has a_ previous 
record as a 4-year-old of 868 Ibs. 
fat, 3.72% test, and 23332 Ibs. milk 
ou 4X. Her oldest daughter, Gerben 
Aleartra Wayne 475255, last year 
broke the Canadian 3-year-old rec- 
ord for 305 days on 4X milking, with 
(90 Ibs. fat, after calving just 11 
months following her previous fresh- 
ening. A full sister to her was pur- 
chased last fall in the All-Canadian 
Sale ($4,000) by M. D. Buth & Sons, 
Comstock Park, Mich. Alcartra Ger- 
Len has had two other calves besides 
these two daughters, one a heifer 
horn dead, and the other a bull born 
at her first freshening, and now dead. 

The new champion has just been 
bred to Houckholm Sovereign Sky- 


rocket, son of Montvic Rag Apple 
Sovereign out of the ‘“‘Gold Medal’ 
cow, Spring Farm Bearli. “Sky- 
rocket’? is owned by Rockwood Hol- 
steins, St. Norbert, Manitoba. 
Ends in Blaze of Glory 

The completion of the record was 
an important event in Calgary, with 
an estimated attendance of 500 at 
the final milking ceremony, including 
Holstein folks from all except the 
distant Maritime Provinces, and from 
the United States. The last squirt 
was broadcast over the powerful 
Calgary radio station and was re-

corded for partial rebroadcasting 
over the CBC network on April 9th‘ 
Newsreel cameramen made shots for 
theatre distribution, and news stories 
and pictures went to 115 papers in 
Canada and were sent over the AP 
wires in the U. S.

The banquet pro- 
gram was also broadcast and record- 
ed. The program, presided over by 
Mr. J. H. Evans, Deputy Minister of 
Agriculture, Province of Manitoba, 
included official announcement of 
the record by Hon. D. B. MacMillan, 
Minister of Agriculture in the Prov- 


“ince of Alberta; a toast to Alcartra 


Gerben to which H. J. Colson, editor 
of the Holstein-Friesian Journal, re- 
sponded; tributes to the cow and to 
the Hays organization by C. L. Good- 
hue, Vaudreuil, Quebec, President of 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
Canada; a toast to the United States 
with a response by Ted Prescott of 
the World staff. The final note on 
the program was the presentation by 
Mr. W. E. Robertson, President of 
the Calgary Board of Trade, of a 
beautiful oil painting of the Hays 
Limited farm by the celebrated Can- 
adian artist, Ronald Gnissing. The 
picture was presented by the Calgary 
Board of Trade, of which Harry Hays 
is an officers and member. 


Dr. Thomas E. Hays, the father of 
Harry, Tom and Jack, started the 
Hays dairy in 912 with grade cows. 
The first purebreds were purchased in 
1926. The three boys all took an 
avid interest in the cattle, and with 
their dad have built Hays Limited to 
one of the most important dairy en- 
terprises in North America, with a 
total of nearly 600 head of cattle. 
100 head are milked in the long barn 
on the home farm. 

Among other famous animals in 
the Hays herd, which for many years 
has been a contender at leading dairy 
shows of the U. S. and Canada, are 
Doncrest Peg Top Burke, 1100-lb. fat 
World Champion on 2X milking (3,- 
635 lbs. milk in her 8th month!). 
She is due in June and they consider 
her a good prospect for challenging 
the World’s Record now held by her 
stable mate, in the 4X division. _

The Anniversary Sale at Wau- 
kesha, Wisconsin, March 26th, drew 


a thousand interested spectators 
from coast to coast and from the Do- 
minion on the north to the states of 
the deep south. It also established 
a new high average price for this 
series of spring sales as well as a 
new high individual price for the se- 
ries and for 1945. The $1342 aver- 
age was $600 over the $743 mark 
set last spring, and the sale at Wa- 
tertown the next day also broke all 


sélling records there for the last 
score of years. The offering of 82 
head went to 50 breeders in 10 


different states. 

The sale started with a real flour- 
ish, the first animal in the ring being 
Osborndale Lochinvar, son of Mont- 
vic Lochinvar from Osborndale’s fa- 
mous champion ‘“‘Dame’”’ cow. Thou- 
sand dollar bids came thick and 
fast, and he was finally struck off 
at $15,400 to a combination of four 
Ohio breeders — C. T. Shreve, Glenn 


Shreve and Donald Phillips, all of 
Damascus, Ohio, and F. C. Baugh- 
man, Alliance. He will be used by 


them entirely through artificial serv- 
ice. Contending bidders up to and 
beyond the $15,000 mark included 
Gustave Nysilius of Mt. Vernon, N. 
Y. (farm at Sussex, N, J.); Pinecroft 
Farm, Delavan, Wis.; and C. M. Bot- 
tema, Jr., Indianapolis, Ind. 

The Pond Gate Farm son of Loch- 
invar out of Dunloggin Sunday Mis- 
tress, followed him in the ring and 
went to M. D. Buth & Son, Comstock 
Park, Mich., for $3050. The Franlo 
bull by “Chip’’ from famed Winnie 
Fayne Korndyke was next on the 
docket, going under pre-sale expec- 
tations for $1600 to Leo J. Weix of 


Oconomowoc, Wis. He was consid- 
ered one of the bargains of the 
sale, and before the afternoon was 


over Mr. Weix took a nice profit on 
him, through private sale to George 
Weidman, Cedarburg, Wis. 

Number four on the selling order 
was the Buth son of Montvic Rag 
Apple Chief out of Dunloggin Mis- 
tress Jenita, at $900 to Milford and 
Milton J. Summert, Oxford, Wis. The 
Pabst bull went to W. C. Kepplinger, 
Beloit, Wis., for $1200, and then 
things got hot again as the high rec- 
o1d Carnation bull entered the ring. 
This August calf, Carnation Madcap 
Maximum, sired by Governor of Car- 
nation and out of the highest record 
2-year-old in the ‘Madcap family, 
boasted the highest average for his 
7 nearest dams of any bull ever of- 
fered at public auction. The bidding 
finally resolved into a duel between 
Glenn L. Bancroft and a combina-

tion of Wisconsin breeders that fi- 
nally signed the ticket for $11,500 
in the name of the Watertown Bull 
Ciub. 


Then came the high sale of the 
year, King Bessie Supreme Again, 
the Wisconsin State Fair grand 
champion herd sire at Elmwood 
Farms. He is a double grandson of 
King Bessie, from the highly regard- 
ed Milford Johanna family on the 
bottom line, and is a serious candi- 
cate for mature honors in the show 
ring when the fairs are resumed 
again. At $16,500 he was finally 
owned by Mr. H. H. Slingerland, 
Chicago businessman who has pur- 
chased the 700-acre Rock River 
Farms at Byron, Ill., formerly owned 
by Mrs. Ruth Hannah McCormick 
Simms. C. M. Bottema, Jr. and the 
coalition of Martin Buth and Glenn 
Bancroft were among the contend- 
ing bidders. Mr. Slingerland pur- 
chased the 700-acre Rock River 
l'‘arm in 1941 and now has a herd 
of about 100 head which he expects 
to improve and increase in the near 
future. 


Perhaps we are indulging in poor 
reporting by burying the top priced 
animal of the year at the end of 
such a long paragraph, but we wished 
to call attention to the unusual sell- 
ing order at the start of the sale— 
eight top flight bulls. 

The honor of selling the highest 
priced female went to Glenafton 
Farm, Alliston, Ont., whose lovely 
4-year-old heifer, Soo Rag Apple 
Princess (Res. All-Canadian 2-year- 
old 1943) went at $5,600 to Glenn 
L. Bancroft, Flint, Mich. 3 

A co-favorite with her on the pre- 
sale pools was the lovely ‘‘Linda” 
daughter of Sir Ormsby Fobes Dic- 
tator, from Maytag Dairy Farms, and 
she went for $4,550 to F. C. Baugh- 
man of Alliance, Ohio. The contend- 
ing bidder on both of these top cows 
was Clyman Farms, Hartford, Wis. 

Donald Stroh, Menominee, Wis., 
made three important foundation 
purchases that included the “Sadie 
Dean” heifer from Maytag Farms at 
$1000; the lovely 2-year-old daugh- 
ter of “Chief” from M. D. Buth & 
Sons for $1100; and the great Paul 
Stewart cow for $2,150.

CURTISS CANDY EXPORTS 
MORE BULLS 


Chicago, Ill., March 17—Fourteen 
bull calves bred on Curtiss Candy 
Company’s farms in northern Illin- 
ois have been sold for export to 
Venezuela and the Panama Canal 
Zone, according to an announcement 
by Otto Schnering, president of the 
company. The animals are to be 
used in building up dairy herds in 
those countries. 

The shipment to Venezuela in- 
cludes six pure bred Brown Swiss 
bulls and two pure bred Holsteins. 
There are four Holsteins and two 
Brown Swiss bulls in the group be- 
ing shipped to Balboa Heights, in the 
Canal Zone. 

Several of the Holsteins were sired 
by Pearl Segis Ormsby, whose pater- 


nal brother was the All-American 
Senior Yearling Holstein Bull in 
1942. 

This is the second time within a 
year that animals bred on the Cur- 
tiss farms have been shipped to 


foreign lands. Last spring, six Hol- 
stein bulls were shipped to India for 
breeding to Brahma cattle as part of 
the war feeding program of that 
country, and particularly to improve 
the quality and production of India’s 
milk supply.

Highest New York Dispersal Since Dollar Sale

The Adrian T. Personius dispersal 
at the farm near Genoa, N. Y., on 
March 22, really made Holstein his- 
tory, as the figures above clearly in- 
dicate. This average of $861.77 is 
the highest average for a dispersal 
sale in New York State since the E. 
H. Dollar herd dispersal in January 
1915, more than 30 years ago. In 
the whole United States, and in the 
whole history of our breed from the 
beginning, only Dunloggin, Erickson, 
Minnesota Holstein Company and E. 
H. Dollar have exceeded the average 
paid for the Personius herd on March 
22, 1945. If Canada is included, only 
Mount Victoria and George Clem- 
on’s Trailynd Dispersal can be added 
to this list. 


Quite a number of consignment 
sales have exceeded this average, 
but a study of the records reveals 
no other Holstein sale making as 
high an average as this where the 
top price was not for more than $2,- 
600, which was the top figure in this 
instance. 

The event was a remarkable trib- 
ute to the life work of Mr. and Mrs. 
Adrian Personius as Holstein breed- 
ers. An outpouring of interested Hol- 
stein folks, estimated at close to 1,- 
500, braved a raw cold, wet, day to 
attend this sale, and they were not 
disappointed in what they found. It 
was a great herd of cattle, built up 
through a period of over 20 years. 
Every animal in the herd, with the 
exception of the herd sire, was bred 
at Genodale Farm. 

The herd was started with a reg- 
istered Holstein heifer calf won by 
Mr. Personius in a Farm Bureau 
membership contest some 30 years 
ago when he was still with his father, 
Myron Personius, on the home farm 
at Freeville, N. Y. This heifer’s 
name was Queen Carlotta De Kol. She 
dropped two heifers in the Personius 
herd, and then Queen was sold to 
Brock & Jenks, Genoa, N. Y., who 
proceeded to bring her to national at- 
tention with a semi-official yearly 
record of 34,430.3 lbs. milk, 1012.42 
Ibs. fat. The oldest daughter of 


De Kol, and in the herd of Myron C. 
Personius & Son she made a 7-day 
record as a 4-year-old of 25.67 Ibs. 
butter, 500.4 lbs. milk, 4.1% fat. 
This daughter of Queen Carlotta De 
Kol was the real foundation of the 
herd which Adrian Personius, the 
son of this original partnership, es- 
tablished for himself at Genoa, some- 
thing over 20 years ago. With but 
four exceptions, every female in the 
present herd was descended from 
her. 


The herd entered CTA work early, 
making a top showing, and nine 
years ago went with the Herd Test 
and has since made annual averages 
from 439 to 536 lbs. almost entirely 
on 2X milking. The top 3X record, 
and one of the very few he made in 
this classification, was 921 lbs. fat, 
27012 lbs. milk. Several 2X records 
above 800 lbs. were recorded. The 
type of the herd was splendid and a 
limited amount of state fair showing 
found these cows placing right up 
there. Herd classification revealed 
4 Excellent cows. Cornell University 
had long recognized the merit of this 
herd and several years ago purchased 
a half interest in the Personius herd 
sire, Winterthur Posch Ormsby Nep- 
tune,- recently designated a Gold 
Medal Sire. This bull was bred by 
Winterthur Farms and purchased as 
a young calf by Mr. Personius in one 
of the Earlville Sales. Cornell had 
also used this herd as a shining ex- 
ample in their herd analysis work. 
Many Personius-bred bulls have been 
selected for Artificial Breeding Asso- 
ciation work. 

This was the background that 
brought out such a great concourse 
of breeders for the dispersal sale. 
While there were a number of out- 
of-state breeders present, and a few 
of them were successful in making 
purchases, the great majority of the 
animals were taken by New York 
farmer-breeders, a large proportion, 
it seemed, young men who will use 
them in practical herd breeding plans 
of their own. 

In passing, it should be comment- 
ed that Mr. Personius was a pioneer 
in Bang’s vaccination work. A 
“break” in his herd some years ago 
would have put him out of business 
if he had permitted the slaughter of 
his reacting animals. Instead, he re- 
tained them and went ahead with a 
program of calf vaccination, com-

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It was noticeable that the few older 
animals still positive, but with goog 
breeding histories, sold right along 
with the rest at very little price dis- 
crimination. 

The top price of the sale was $2609 
for the 8-year-old herd sire, Genera} 
Rag Apple Posch, a Yates-bred bull, 
sired by a 1124-lb. son of General 
Posch and out of Norma Colantha 
Posch (929 Ibs. fat, 27,118.9 Ibs. 
milk at 3 years-4X) New York State 
Champion milk producer for her 
class. Mr. Personius purchased him 
as a proved sire in DHIA work. His 
11 tested daughters had a 305-day 
M. E. of 523.6 Ibs. fat, 14890 Ibs. 
milk, increasing over dams 108 Ibs. 
fat, 3370 lbs. milk. His first calves 
were just coming in this herd and 
they were choice individuals. John 
Schoonmaker, Accord, N. Y., was the 
turchaser for a breeding syndicate. 

Top price for females was $2100. 
This price was paid by Ceylon L. 
Snider, Fillmore, N. Y., for Genodale 
Kerk Tidy (V.G.), a  5-year-old 
Gaughter of Starkdale Kerk Cream- 
elle Colantha, one of the Artificial 
Association bulls, out of Genodale 
Ormsby Toby, a 673-lb. 3-year-old 
daughter of ‘‘Neptune’”. Her own 
record was 478 lbs. fat 2% years, 
and she was due right away by the 
senior herd sire. Next came a $2000 


price for Genodale Pride Ormsby 
(Ex.), a 10-year-old daughter of 
“‘Neptune’’, with 2 records above 


800 Ibs., and a 6-lactation perform- 
ance of 4354.6 lbs. fat, 126,982 Ibs. 
milk. She was Mr. Personius’ favorite 
cow. Recently fresh and milking 
about 90 lbs., she was purchased by 
Butterfly Farms, Mexico, N. Y. Nine 
cthers sold above $1000. One daugh- 
ter of the Pride cow went at $1450 
to A. C. Kiefer, Weedsport, N. Y., 
and another at $1300 to Kenneth 
Patchen, Locke, N. Y. The latter, a 
2-year-old by Cornell Pride 16th, was 
regarded as a special bargain. 
Another sire of note that had been 
used here under lease was Cornell 
Blend Major, a son of Cornell Ollie 
Pride, sired by Cornell Royal Blend, 
Catherine’s son. One of his daugh- 
ters, Genodale Major Sissy, a lovely 
bred 2-year-old, went at $1360 to M. 
J. Haskins, Jamestown, N. Y. Geno- 
dale Premier Lassie, (V.G.), a love- 
ly 4-year-old daughter of Man-0- 
War Premier 16th, out of “Dora”, a 
711-lb. Excellent daughter of ‘“Nep- 
tune’, from the 921-lb.

$1425. 

Another daughter of ‘Dora’ by 


Royal Colantha Wayne 4th, went at 
$1200 to Arthur Hudson, Camillus, 
N. Y. This was the highest record 
2-yearold ever developed in this 
herd, with 16946 lbs. milk, 591.6 
Ibs. fat. The 13 “Neptune” daugh- 
tiers sold for an average of $999, 
many of them being somewhat ad- 
vanced in years and past their prime.

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Extension Study Under Way 


The special committee appointed by the Board to re- 
view our whole extension set-up, held its first regional 
meeting at Philadelphia, on March 19, Chairman Albert 
B. Craig presided. Officially designated representatives 
of Eastern state Associations were heard, with their rec- 
ommendations as to most effective types of extension 
work for their areas and their opinions as to state and 
national responsibilities. At the Philadelphia conference 
appeared officially R. DeWitt Mallary, president of the 
New England State Holstein-Friesian Association; Car] 
G. Wooster, former president of the New York Holstein- 
Friesian Association; New Jersey’s president P. P. Van- 
Nuys; Pennsylvania’s Earl Groff; Maryland Secretary 
Howard Barker; Virginia’s Leonard Crowgey, and North 
Carolina’s Dr. A. O. Shaw. A full day of interesting dis- 
cussion took place. 

Present were Chairman Craig, and Messrs. Norton, 
Householder, McLaury, Buth and Remsberg, the full 
committee except for President Moscrip who was unable 
to attend. Western States representatives are being 
heard this week at Salt Lake City, with Chairman Craig 
and Director Householder representing the committee. 

Late in April designated representatives of the mid- 
west state Associations will be heard at Aurora, Illinois, 
with the full committee in attendance. The committee 
will stay over for a second day to prepare its report to 
the Board on the basis of the testimony gathered. 

Under this program a comprehensive picture should 
be gathered. An appropriation has been made by the 
Board under which the travelling expenses of.the offici- 
ally invited state and district representatives are paid by 
the National Association. 

When the personnel of the Committee was first an- 
nounced, we were a little critical because it was confined 
so completely to the official family, However, the method 
of procedure assures full hearing of all local views on a 
very comprehensive basis, and the frankest sort of dis- 
cussion is encouraged. 

The whole discussion would seem to promise an ac- 
celerated interest in extension activities and a broader 


understanding of the problems and responsibilities in- 
volved. 


A History Making Sale 


The report of the dispersal of the herd of Adrian T. 
Personius appearing in this issue is one of the most 
pleasing success stories it has ever been our privilege 
to present to our readers. It is the story of a young 
man and his wife starting out on their own with a small 
farm and limited capital, building a herd from one out- 
standing foundation cow, putting in years of hard work 
and intelligent effort, overcoming all obstacles to win 
national recognition and finally with the good wishes of 
their host of friends, affluence in their retirement. It 
is a story that represents the aspirations of thousands 
of farm boys, and the inspiration in it was clearly 
evident from the number of young breeders who were 
present at the sale seeking seed-stock for their own 
herds. 

The Personius success did not just happen as a mat- 
ter of good luck. His original calf, before he set up 
in business for himself, was a gift prize in a Farm 
Bureau Membership contest. That it was so good was 
luck. When she proved outstanding, he sold her, where 
she was developed into the champion producer of the 
Eastern States, but retained her daughter as the founda- 
tion of his own herd. That was not luck; that was 
judgment—and her production has been passed along 
through all the succeeding generations. He used the 
best sires he could afford and again his judgment 
proved sound. He took care of his cattle, with the ac- 
tive help of his wife, and carried on a continuous prac- 
tical testing program, never aiming for the spectacular, 
but finally achieving it. 
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Editorial -- 
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Then when the herd was firmly established as one o 
the great farmer-breeder herds of the land, the blow 
fell that every breeder dreads,—a break on the blogg 
test, just when those ‘“‘Neptune”’ daughters were hitting 
their stride. Slaughter of the reactors would just about 
put him out of business, and what a tragedy that woul 
have been. He turned, instead, to vaccination, and the 
results of the present sale show in the most strikip; 
way possible how fully this program is now accepted by 
breeders. 

The average of this farmer-breeder dispersal has 
been equalled but once before in the Holstein history of 
New York State—the Dollar herd dispersal over 30 years 
ago. Among all the Holstein herd dispersals ever helg 
in North America only six have exceeded this figure— 
Mount Victoria, Dunloggin, Erickson, Minnesota Hg. 
stein Company, Trailynd and Dollar. We can find re. 
ord of no sale of our breed anywhere, either a herj 
dispersal or the most select of our consignment sale, 
where this average of $861.77 has been made without 
the aid of top prices far above $2600, that was the top 
figure here. 

The valuations were generous but not extravagant, 
There was no spectacular bally-hoo—no high-pressure— 
no “deals’. The people were buying these animals to 
breed from, not to speculate with. It was a wholesome 
demonstration of the Holstein market at its best. 

Mr. and Mrs. Personius have made a great contri- 
bution to the cause of Holstein breeding. Their life 
work has been an inspiration to many. We think, per- 
haps, that knowledge gives them as much satisfaction 
as the financial rewards. When the Personius family— 
father, mother, and daughter—were introduced at the 
opening of the sale—Adrian said simply, “I didn’t know 
we had so many friends. I hope you like our cattle 
as well.”” They did.

Eastern Markets Join A. D. A. 


We are gratified to note that important dairy states 
of the East are at last joining actively in the Americal 
Dairy Association program for advertising and promoting 
the dairy industry. The ADA, starting in six mid-west 
states in 1940 to raise funds from dairymen to advertise 
their own business, has been doing a constructive job 
and its support has been steadily expanding. 

The so-called fluid milk market states of the Hast 
have been slow to join up with the movement, but a real- 
ization of the probable post-war problems of the industty 
has been generating a strong interest on the part of eas 
ern dairymen. The Inter State Milk Producers’ Ass0tl- 
tion (Philadelphia) joined in December and we undet- 
stand the Maryland-Virginia Milk Producers’ Ass0cla 
tion (Washington market) also joined at about the same 
time. 

Last month dairy farmers of the New York milk 
shed at Syracuse, and formed the American Dairy Associ 
ation of New York to affiliate with this movement. 

Even before these new states were enrolled in the 
movement ADA was raising about $500,000 a year for 
use in promoting greater use and appreciation of dairy 
products. This fund came principally from a check 0 
of a cent a pound on butterfat produced during the first 
half of June each year, It amounted on the average !@ 
about 10 cents a cow. With the addition of these ne¥ 
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jmportant dairy states the fund should be substantially 
increased. There will be need for every penny of it to 
restore the ground lost through war-time exigencies and 
to help expand post-war markets for the war-expanded 
supply of dairy products. The Association right now is 
allocating $100,000 a year for research to add to the 
already strong base of known facts about the uses and 
values of milk and its products. It is a program that de- 
serves the wholehearted support of dairymen everywhere.

Biological supply houses that produce brucellosis 
vaccine under licenses issued by the Bureau of Animal 
Industry, U. S. Department of Agriculture, may now 
recommend the vaccine, under certain conditions, for 
adult animals as well as for calves. 

As first used in the official Federal-State campaign 
against brucellosis, or Bang’s disease, vaccination was 
limited to calves. Subsequent research and field trials, 
however, have shown that the vaccine is effective in 
preventing brucellosis in adult cattle. But because of 
certain physiological effects of vaccination that inter- 
fere with the results of future blood tests for brucellosis, 
vaccination of adult cattle is advised only in certain 
instances. It is not recommended when vaccinated ani- 
mals are to be sold subject to a blood test, nor is vac- 
cination of adult cattle advised when the future control 
of the disease in the herd is to be based on the elimina- 
tion of reactors to the customary blood test, or in lightly 
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infected herds where the disease has been inactive for 
some time. 

The Bureau’s recent official notice provides tha 
licensees may recommend the vaccine for the immuniza. 
tion of bovine animals over 4 months of age if no; 
more than four months in pregnancy and if use of the 
vaccine is not prohibited by the State. The purpose of 
limiting its use in animals in pregnancy is to prevent 
possible adverse effect of the vaccine on the unborn 
calf. The second limitation is to prevent possible cop. 
flict with existing State laws that govern the marketing 
of biological products.

Christian Heurich 


Christian Heurich, Washington’s grand old man of 
business and civic work, died March 7 at the age of 102, 
and now rests in the family mausoleum at Bellevue 
Farms, Hyattsville, Md. Born in Germany, September 12, 
1842, before the birth of the German empire and buta 
few years after the death of Napoleon I, he came to this 
country at 21, in the year after Appomatax. He had be 
come skilled as a brewmaster, and after a short interlude 
in the ‘“‘wild west’’ of Kansas, during which he became 
a United States citizen and voted for Grant for president, 
he returned East and in 1871 set up a brewery business 
in Washington. Buying out his partner after the first 
year, this business now for 74 years has been conducted 
by Mr. Heurich and his son, Christian Heurich, Jr. M. 
Heurich, senior, came regularly to his office every morn- 
ing for-a few hours until about 10 days before his death. 
He was always keenly interested in the Bellevue farm 
and Holstein herd. Mr. Heurich married three times. 
His third marriage was in 1899, when he was 56 years 
old. The present Mrs. Heurich survives him, and was 
the mother of his three children. There are also nine 
grandchildren.

I had the opportunity to visit the 
Jenkinson Brothers’ Farm at Carter- 
ton, Oxfordshire, England, one day 
a few weeks ago. I saw the high 
producer that you pictured in the 
World in a recent issue. She looks 
exactly like the picture. Nothing 
flashy, but solid. She carries none 
of the scale as the big Carnation 
cows, weighing about 1500 in fair 
flesh. 

They have a fine uddered lot of 
two-year-old heifers sired by one 
bull. They have Mt. Victoria udders 
and really put out the milk, but for 
show type, they just aren’t there. 
Not too good in toplines and depth

They have a 
three-year-old bull that I would like 
to lead into the ring any place.

The number of milk 
cows on farms January 1, 1945 at 
27,785,000 head, was 129,000 great. 
er than on January 1, 1944, Returns 
to dairy farmers, because of higher 
production payment rates for butter. 
fat, probably will average higher 
in 1945 than in 1944. Also, dairy 
products-feed price ratios wil] con- 
tinue favorable to milk producers 
compared with the 1924-43 average, 

Demand for dairy products during 
1945 is expected to exceed supplies at 
ceiling prices, as in 1944, Average 
prices received by farmers for whole- 
sale milk and butterfat probably wij 
continue to show less than usual gea- 
sonal changes. Changes in ceiling 
prices for dairy products from last 
year have been minor, and _ prices 
received by dairy farmers in 1945 
probably will average about the same 
as in 1944. 


The 1945 dairy production pay- 
ment program announced February 
14 provides for a higher rate of pay- 
ment for butterfat and substantially 
the same average payments for 
wholesale milk as in 1944. During 
1944 the dairy production payments 
averaged about 52 cents per 100 
pounds of whole milk sold at whole- 
sale and 7.5 cents per pound of but- 
terfat. Payments for the second 
half of 1945 are contingent on con- 
gressional approval and are subject 
to change. The 1945 schedule is de- 
signed to place farmers delivering 
cream in a position nearly as favor- 
able as those delivering whole milk. 
This should. ten to check further de- 
clines in creamery butter output. 

Daily average milk production dur- 
ing February was 3 percent above 
that of February 1944. Milk produc- 
tion per cow on March 1 was the 
largest ever reported for that date, 
and the number of milk cows on 
farms was at a near record level. 

Creamery butter output during 
January showed a sharp seasonal in- 
crease of 12 percent from the previ- 
ous month. However, production of 
98.5 million pounds was 5 percent 
below a year earlier. Production of 
American Cheddar cheese and evap- 
orated milk was the second largest 
ever reached during January. 


Recent governmental actions af- 
fecting the dairy industry include 
(1) the amendment of WFO 8 


(frozen dessert order) effective Mar. 
1, limiting the use of butterfat to 65 
percent of the volume used in cor- 
responding months of the base pe 
riod (Dec, 1941-Nov, 1942) and re 
moving restrictions on use of nol- 
fat solids: (2) the establishment of 
the Cheddar Cheese set-aside at 45 
percent for March and 50 percent 
for April: and (3) the amendment 
of WFO 13 (fluid cream order) 
prevent excessive use of butterfat 
in filled cream and cream products.

It can efficiently 
replace a limited portion of the nor- 
mal protein in the diet of such rum- 
inants as dairy cows, growing heif- 
ers, steers, and range cattle.”’

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Calf's Udder Index to Production 


Studies begun by the Bureau of 
Dairy Industry a number of years 
ago now show promise of providing 
dairy farmers with a method of 
judging the future milk-producing 
possibilities of young heifer calves. 

In view of the fact that 5 or 6 mil- 

lion heifer calves must now be saved 
and raised each year in order to 
maintain the present dairy cow pop- 
ulation in the United States and the 
fact that nearly one-third, or about 
2 million head, turn out to be un- 
profitable milk cows, the economic 
importance of discarding the poten- 
tially low producers early in life 
is obvious. The cost of raising a 
heifer calf to milking age is about 
190. 
, The method is the outgrowth of an 
investigation to determine the sig- 
nificance of advanced or retarded 
mammary-gland development at any 
given age in heifer calves, as an in- 
dication of their milk-producing ca- 
pacity at maturity. Each year since 
the study began the udders of all 
heifer calves in the Bureau’s herd at 
Peltsville have been examined period- 
ically by feel (palpation) at ages 
ranging from 1 to 18 months. At 
each examination a grade was as- 
signed, indicating the stage of mam- 
mary-gland development as compared 
with breed averages or standards al- 
ready established for the herd. Nine 
grades were used, a grade of 5 indi- 
cating that mammary-gland develop- 
ment conformed to the average. 
Grades 6 to 9, inclusive, were used 
to indicate progressive degrees of 
advancement above average and 
erades 4, 3, 2, and 1 progressive de- 
grees of retardation below the aver- 
age. 

” Many of the calves graded for 
mammary-gland development have 
now grown to milking age. A recent 
comparison of their production rec- 
ords with the grades assigned to 
them as calves showed that those 
with retarded development (those in 
yrades 1, 2, and 3) produced on the 
average some 2,500 to 4,000 pounds 
less milk per year than those that 
were advanced in mammary devel- 
cpment at the same age (those in 
grades 7, 8, and 9). The grades as- 
signed at 4 months of age were found 
to be more indicative of potential 
producing ability than those assigned 
at any other age. There was also 
some indication that low grades were 
more significant of inferior produc- 
tion than high grades were of su- 
perior production. 

Because the grades used in the 
Bureau’s studies were established on 
the basis of the average or standard 
for mammary-gland development in 
the breeding herd at Beltsville, where 
the continued use of proved sires has 
raised the production to a uniformly 
high level, it now seems desirable to 
test the results further by obtaining 
similar data in other herds where the 
inheritance for milk production may 
have greater variability. A start has 
already been made in this direction 
by the Bureau’s extension dairymen, 
who take every opportunity to ex- 
plain the method of assigning grades 
to calves in the herds of farmers, 


breeders, and institutions, for com- 
perison with the subsequent produc- 
tion records. 


The evaluation of mammary-gland 
development in calves is not difficult, 
however; with very little practice any 
dairyman can become proficient in 
classifying the calves in a herd or 
group into three classes — advanced, 
inedium, or retarded. These classes 
may be designated as A. B, and C; 
good, medium, and poor; high, me- 
dium, and low; or in any other way. 
By examining the calves as they reach 
the age of 4 months and keeping a 
record of the class in which each is 
placed, it is possible, when they come 
into lactation, to determine the relia- 
bility of the method for culling out 
the inferior individuals. It is neces- 
sary, of course, first of all to become 
familiar with the exact stage and 
size of glandular formation to be ex- 
pected in a calf at 4 months of age.—-

LONGEVITY OF HOLSTHIN SIRES 


The Beltsville Station reports on 
the history of the 10 Holstein sires 
which they have had in service. The 
average age at the time of their last 
successful service was 12 years. How- 
ever, only 3 of the 10 became sterile; 
the other 7 were still fertile when 
death resulted from swallowing a 
foreign body, trom accident or from 
some other cause. The oldest age 
was 17 years (Chief Piebe Ormsby 
Burke) and he was fertile to the last; 
followed by 16 years, 7 months for 
Denton Colantha Sir Rag Apple, who 
became sterile at that age. There 
were 3 that were less than 10 years 
old at time of death, in each case 
from a foreign body. Ten Jersey 
sires in the same breed died at an 
average of 10% years, the two oldest 
becoming sterile at 12 years. .

Mammary Veins Not Important 


For many years judges of dairy 
cattle have given considerable atten- 
tion to (1) the abundance of mam- 
mary veins on the surface of the 
udder, (2) the size and length of 
the so-called milk veins on the abdo- 
men, and (3) the size of the ‘‘milk 
wells,’’ or holes, through which the 
abdominal veins enter the body, in 
the belief that these mammary char- 
acteristics were an indication of high 
milk-producing ability in dairy cows. 

The Bureau of Dairy Industry, 
however, has now assembled evidence 
which shows there may be little if 
any relation between any of these 
characteristics and milk-producing 
ability and which also serves to ex- 
plain why. 

The evidence is the rasult of a 
study begun several years ago, in 
which cows at Beltsville are assigned 
grades for relative mammary-vein 
development at a given stage of lac- 
tation. A comparison of the grade 
for mammary veining and the milk- 
production record for 106 Holstein 
and 89 Jersey cows showed that 
neither an abundance of veining on 
the abdominal wall or on the surface 
of the udder nor the presence of 
large ‘‘milk wells’’ was indicative of 
high producing ability in these cows. 

Up to the time Bureau experiments 
proved that milk secretion is a con- 
tinuous process it was thought that 
most of the milk was formed in the 
udder while the cow was being 
milked. That theory was tied up 
with the supposition that, as a result 
of manipulating the teats at milking 
time, the udder became engorged hy 
2 sudden inrush of a large quantity 
of blood. 

To obtain an estimate of the ca- 
pacity of the circulatory system of 
the udder, the Bureau investigators 
injected liquid rubber (latex) under 
pressure into the blood vessels of an 
emputated udder that weighed 52 
pounds. The amount of latex held 
by the arteries and veins was only 
about 4 pounds. This was a surpris- 
ingly low capacity, in view of the 
large quantity of blood passing 
through the udder during the 365- 
day period in which the cow produced 
15,648 pounds of milk. The low ca- 
pacity indicates that only a small 
proportion of the total blood content 
of the body was in the udder at any 
one time. 

A detailed dissection was made of 
the latex-filled arteries and veins of 
this udder, and the courses of the 
veins through 25 other udders were 
traced in order to learn how the vol- 
ume of blood required for milk pro- 
cuction is brought to and returned 
from the udder. Following are some 
of the points brought out by these 
studies. 

The subcutaneous ‘veins’ on the 
surface of the udder have been re- 
ported by others to be lymph vessels, 
but these studies showed them to be 
continuations of the venous system 
of the udder. Studies of grades for 
abundance and prominence of these 
veins showed that they were more 
pronounced, at least in Holsteins, on 
udders of the closely attached, com- 
pact type than on the loose, flexible 
ones. It is possible that, in the com- 


pact type of udder in which there 
may be greater internal resistance 
some of the venous blood may be 
forced to follow courses outside the 
boundaries of the glandular tisgyes 

It has been generally accepted that 
the blood leaves the udder by three 
main routes: (1) The chief internal 
veins (external pudic); (2) the sub- 
cutaneous abdominal veins (mil, 
veins); and (3) the perineal veins 
(which occur in the region between 
the vulva and the rear of the udder) 
Many of the veins contain valyes 
which control the direction of the 
flow of blood. 

In these studies, all the valves jn 
the perineal veins, except in the jp. 
mediate proximity of the vulva, were 
found to be directing the blood to- 
ward the udder rather than away 
from it. The valves in the chief jp. 
ternal veins and in the “milk veins” 
Tointed away from the udder, how- 
ever, and apparently the return of 
blood from the udder is virtually lim- 
ited to these two routes. Moreover, 
the dissections showed that the in- 
ternal veins apparently are large 
enough in themselves to return all 
the venous blood from the udder. 
This provides further evidence that 
the size and abundance of abdominal 
veins are of little importance and ex- 
plains why significant correlations 
between the degree of mammary 
veining and the level of producing 
ability were not obtained in these 
situdies._—Annual Report of Chief 0. 
E. Reed

In Defense of the Blood Test 


Editor Holstein-Friesian World: 

I have read with much interest the 
article written by Doctor George H. 
Conn, a veterinarian of Freeport, 
lilinois, published in your issue of 
March 3, 1945. In this article Doc- 
tor Conn, for reasons best known 
to himself, continues his attack on 
all recognized Bang’s disease con- 
trol procedures by attempting to dis- 
credit the agglutination blood test 
as a method of diagnosis of this dis- 
ease. I fully realize articles such as 
the one referred to are written with 
the definite intention of needling san- 
itary officials, research veterinarians 
and others interested in the welfare 
of the livestock industry to a point 
where they will enter into a con- 
troversy for the purpose of giving 
publicity to the author of the orig- 
inal article. No doubt the authors 
fcel that such a controversy may be 
sc maneuvered that the opponents 
will be placed in a position of defend- 
ing outmoded procedures while the 
original authors stand as the cham- 
pions of progress and the downtrod- 
den livestock breeders. 

Doctor Conn has succeeded in this 
effort to the extent that I feel the 
readers of the Holstein-Friesian 
World are entitled to a few facts 
which were omitted intentionally or 
otherwise from Doctor Conn’s article. 
{ would like to call the attention of 
your readers to the following facts: 


1. In the table given by Doctor 
Conn only the diagnoses rendered by 
the veterinarian making the test are 
listed. The titers resulting from the 
blood test are not given. Neither is 
there any information as to whether 
the animals had been vavccinated, 
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the ages of the animals tested, nor 
previous history of the herd. Nor is 
there information as to whether or 
not all or any of the veterinarians 
making the test were familiar with 
the previous herd history. All of the 
above factors would have a bearing 
cn the diagnoses rendered by the vet- 
erinarian making the test. As Doc- 
tor Conn well knows, the results of 
any diagnostic test must be consid- 
ered in the light of symptoms dis- 
closed, herd history, age of the an- 
imal tested, etc., in order to make a 
proper and definite diagnosis. 

2. It has been a recognized fact 
for many years that a small percent- 
age of Bang’s disease tests reveal 
borderline cases where a diagnosis, 
from the results of the test only, is 
difficult. This percentage is well un- 
der five per cent of the total number 
of tests conducted. It is very evi- 
cent from the table furnished that 
Doctor Conn has been fortunate in 
finding an unusually large number 
of such cases in this particular herd; 
but even then anyone studying the 
chart with an unbiased mind will be 
more than ever convinced that the 
test is reliable, and that the varia- 
tion in diagnoses is largely a matter 
of opinion such as obtained in the 
diagnosis of any disease condition in 
human beings or domestic animals. 
Even in this unusual case only one 
er two variations are of such a na- 
ture as to materially affect the con- 
trol procedures in the herd con- 
cerned. 


3. As Doctor Conn well knows, 


_ there is no variation between results 


of reliable laboratories in the vast 
majority of tests to which the ani-

mals are either negative or definitely 
positive, that is —- showing negative 
reactions in all dilutions or an ag- 
glutination titer in dilutions of 1-200 
or higher. Only in the small per- 
centage of suspicious or borderline 
cases are variations found. 


4. Doctor Conn infers, 
he does not definitely state, 
Bang’s disease testing 
ducted with Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry antigen. This would indicate 
that all of the tests reported in his 
table were so conducted. I have no 
evidence to the contrary, but as Doc- 
tor Conn must know, there is much 
commercial antigen still being used 
in some states. And Doctor Conn 
also knows that both the tube test 
and the plate agglutination test, 
which is a modification of the tube 
test adopted in order to have time in 
applying, give somewhat different 
results in the few borderline cases 
referred to. There is nothing in Doc- 
tor Conn’s article to definitely indi- 
cate that all tests were conducted 
with the same antigen or all by the 
same method. 


5. The tuberculin test used for 
many years for the diagnosis of 
tuberculosis and which even Doctor 
Conn must admit has given satis- 
factory results as a control measure 
also presents fully as large a per- 
centage of borderline cases where the 
diagnosis is difficult. Here, too, 
the history of the herd, the age of 
the animal, etc., must be taken into 
account in making the final diagnosis. 
Were it possible to refer these bor- 
derline cases to a large number of 
different competent veterinarians, 
there would be fully as much dis- 
crepancy in the diagnoses as is shown 
in the table by Doctor Conn in his 
report on Bang’s disease 


although 
that all 
is now con- 
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case of the tuberculin test this is, 
of course, impossible since the reac- 
tion disclosed is inseparable from the 
animal and cannot be referred to 
other veterinarians except by calling 
them into consultation. This is oc- 
casionally done and various diagnoses 
are made in the same manner as 
above described. 

6. In spite of the variations in di- 
agnosis in borderline cases, the use 
of the tuberculin test has resulted 
in the effective control and practical 
elimination of tuberculosis in cattle 
in the United States. In the same 
manner and just as effectively, the 
Bang’s disease test has been used in 
the control and elimination of Bang’s 
disease from large areas (592 coun- 
ties and one entire state in the 
United States). 

7. There is no contention that the 
test is perfect. I do contend that it 
is fully as efficient and valuable as 
the tuberculin test, and by its use 
Rang’s disease can be eliminated. 
The owners of thousands of Bang’s 
disease-free herds throughout the 
United States and residents of areas 
where the disease has been elim- 
inated would, under no consideration, 
dispense with this test as a diag- 
nostic measure. In fact, it is the 
enly practical method now known for 
determining the existence of this dis- 
ease. 

8. There is no relationship be- 
tween a reaction to the Bang’s dis- 
ease test and immunity.- This fact 
has been definitely established since 
Bang’s disease vaccine has been wide- 
ly used in the control of this dis- 
ease. A positive reaction indicates 
that Bang’s disease organisms exists 
in the body of the reacting animal. 
tecords indicate that a larger per- 
centage of animals reacting to the 
Bang’s disease test eliminate the 
Bang’s disease organisms than re- 
actors to the tuberculin test elim- 
inate the tuberculosis organisms. 


[ trust readers will understand 
that I do not imply that the ag- 
glutination test should be used in 
the control of Bang’s disease to the 
exclusion of all other known meth- 
ods; on the contrary — it is the pol- 
icy of this department to use every 
known weapon to the utmost extent 
in combating this disease. Bang’s 
Cisease vaccine should be, and is 
being used in this state, wherever in- 
dicated but in such a way as not to 
nullify the results of the agglutina- 
tion test and cloud the issue to the 
extent that the control program will 
be destroyed. Sanitation and herd 
management cannot be neglected if 
satisfactory results are to be ob- 
tained, but in the final analysis a 
definite diagnosis of diseased ani- 
mals is essential and must be the 
basis on which to build all other 
control procedures, With our pres- 
ent knowledge the agglutination 
blood test is the only measure now 
at hand for making such diagnoses, 
and over a long period of years has 
proven itself one of the most reliable, 
Searching and effective diagnostic 
procedures known to human or vef- 
erimary medicine.

THE AMANAS OF IOWA 

Ray Arnold, writing from Raven- 
glen to report the sale of a son of 
King Bessie Senator, to The Amana 
Society of Amana, Iowa, sends us 4 
booklet descriptive of the foundation 
and development of this organization 
which farms a tract of some 25,000 
acres near Cedar Rapids, Iowa, on 
which is maintained a herd of over 
500 Holstein cows as well as over 
5,000 head of Shorthorn cattle and 
ovver 7,000 head of Hampshire hogs, 
and large flocks of sheep that fur- 
nish the wool for the extensive wool- 
er mills operated by the society. 

The society started back in 1714 
in Germany, when a group of Luth- 
erans became dissatisfied with the 
orthodox faith of their fathers and 
founded a new religious sect based 
on a belief that God would reveal His 
will through messages to inspired 
prophets. In search of religious 
freedom, the Inspirationists, as they 
called themselves, came to America 
in 1842 and settled on a 5,000-acre 
tract near Buffalo, N. Y.. under the 
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name of the Ebenezer Society, In 
the winter of 18: 94-55, they pur- 
chased a large ae of land in Iowa, 
and during the next ten years, grad- 
ually moved to their new home, 
where in 1859 they were incorporated 
as The Amana Society. 

This was originally a benevolent 
and religious society not operated for 
profit. All property except clothing 
and personal effects was owned in 
common and although each family 
had private living and sleeping quar- 
ters, there were no private dining 
rooms or kitchens, with groups of 
from 30 to 50 people sharing com- 
munity kitchens, and all living a life 
ef strict self-denial and deep religi- 
ous fervor. As the years went by, 
however, there came a growing de- 
sire on the part of the younger gen- 
eration for a reorganization to permit 
the enjoyment of more of the lux- 
uries of modern American life, with 
the result that in 1932 the society 
re-incorporated as a joint stock cor- 
poration, organized for profit, with 
each member receiving stock in pro- 
portion to his years of service to the 
community. 

The farms and factories are still 
cwned by the community but the 
members work for wages and are 
paid according to their ability as 
workers. They own their own homes 
but receive free medical and dental 
care and burial at the expense of the 
society. The farms are run on a 
business basis, with P. C. Geiger as 
farm manager, and the industries in- 
clude woolen mills whose products 
have been nationally-known for over 
100 years; a refrigerator factory, 
cabinet shop, bakery, feed mill, meat 
market, pharmacy, service stations, 
sandwich shops, etc. 

The Holstein herd produces from 
1200 to 1400 gallons of milk daily, 
which supplies the needs of the en- 
tire community, the surplus being 
shipped to Cedar Rapids. For the 
past nine or ten years they have 
been improving their herd with reg- 
istered Holsteins, and it is the hope 
of Farm Manager Geiger to improve 
the herd further by the use of still 
better sires. 


NEBRASKA DISTRICT MEETING 


Nebraska Holstein breeders of the 
6th district held a very successful 
meeting February 19 at Central City, 
Nebraska. The morning session was 
a barn meeting at the Henry Stubbe 
farm, held under direction of Field- 


man Raymond Appleman. A type 
demonstration was given, followed 


by a judging contest, In spite of the 
snow, Paul Swanson, the energetic 
secretary of this club, got out an at- 
tendance of 35 breeders and dairy- 
men for the barn session; 50 for the 
afternoon session in town. The Swan- 
son and Stubbe families served a very 
nice lunch to the entire group in the 
Henry Stubbe home. In the after- 
noon the club held its annual busi- 
less session, listened to a talk by 
Appleman on Production-Type-Lon- 
sevity; Prof. M. N. Lauritson of the 
college showed a movie film on arti- 
ficial breeding and led a discussion 


on feeding and management prob- 
lems.
